Arthur Biggs, first-class potty officer on' 
“M8, Severn, . Tho ‘following ‘evidence 
was given :—~' eels 
Liout, Fyler of H.M.S. Severn said--The 
deceased Arthur J, Biggs was a firat ‘class 
petty officer on the Severn, -He joined the 
thip in February last, Ho was thirty-three 
years of ago at the time of bis denth. On 
the orening of the 8thinst, at 630 T was: 
wulside the dock-gates at Aberdeen super- 
intending the men bathing, Tho, bathing 
party congistod of the ehip’s company gene- 
relly, numbering over a hundred, My duty 
wus to attend on the kathers and to see 
thoy did not go too far out, and have a baat 
in readinéaa to give assistance if required, 
Deceased was one of those bathing. The 
boat was stationed about sixty yards out: 
from the shore, ‘and the water inside that 
limit varies from about 18 feet at low watar 
to about 26 at High water. Deceased was 5” 
véry bad swimmer, aod ‘two men wero in 
charge of him taking him to the shore from 
some launches. The. distance was about 
thirty-feet. The first intimation I. had uf 
anything wrong was about twenty minutes 


after bathing commenced, when a man 
came to me. and told me one of 
the mon was drawniag, and poiited 
out.the place whore the man went down, 
which was about five yarda from the side 
of the ‘camber. ‘[‘immediately called for 
any men who coald dive to try and save 
the man, and soon after two Chineso divers 
connected with the dock were sont, for. 
About half-a-dozen men dived for him and 
the Chinese divors went down a few mi 
Utes afterthe man had disappeared, Nothi 
could ‘be, seen of him. Diving waa con- 
tinuod for twenty minutes or more, ‘The 
deceased never appeared again on the sur- 
facerof the water. The rest of thy bathers 
were caked out of the water, and. suma 
mon in diving dress wore sent dawn to look 
for the body. They reported that there 
wea a avnsiderable depth of mud and the 
water boing. ditty they could see nothin. 
We fired two 9 pr. guns ovar the place 
where ho had disappeared with the object of 
bringing, up the body, but they had no 
effect, Two divers went duwn on the fol- 
lowing morning bat could not see the body. 
About 1L o'clock a steamer which } assed 
about 80 yards from the.camber caused the 
body to coms.to the surface in the placo where 
the wan wag seen to go down. The body 
Was covered with mud when it came up and 
the face was disfigured. Deceased was mar- 
tied, "His wife is in England.
